The British amateur golf cham- 


pionship, says George Duncan, Is 
the hardest sporting event in the 
world for the favorite to win. This 
dictum has been a good deal re- 
peated and not a little misunder- 
stood. As often stated, the British 
amateur is said to be the hardest 
sporting event, or perhaps the hard- 
est golf event, in the world to win. 


And defeters are always ready 


to take up the argument on the oth- 
er side by pointing out the 1931 
champion, Mr. Eric Martin-Smith 
—who-went out completely-in-the 
first round of the 1932 tournamejJt 
—and other players nbtf at 'ail well 
known (at .least in America) who 
have-captured the British amateur 
crown.' 


The'trick in Mr..Duncan's opin- 


ion is the word favorite. 
If, you 


fancy the Black Scot is-not-near 
the truth you might run back over 
;he list of these championships for 
Shirty "or forty years and, see how 
often, a favorite's name-appears AS 
champion—m the event-you-can re- 
member who were the favorites. 
,.However, you should not go back 
into the era in. which John Ball won 
;he amateur crown .eight 'times. 
This .appears to refute Mr. Duncan's 
statement, or at any rate to bring 
.t down to modern times. Mr. Ball 
and Mr. Hilton we're always fa- 
vored, when they started. •_ 


I really think George meant that 


the British amateur lately has be- 
come the toughest one 'for the fa- 
vorite to'win; for in the last decade 
I'do not recall more than one out- 
standing favorite as winner. That 
was Bobby Jones in 1930. 


Favorites Few This Year 


Now, 
Johnny DePbrest, the 1932 


winner, was not the outstanding 
favorite at the beginning of the re- 
cent affair at Muirneld. Nor was 
his opponent in the finals, Eric Fid- 
dian, though the latter had previ- 
ously won the English closed cham- 
pionship. Indeed, there seemed a 
dearth of favorites in the tourna- 
ment, though the field of 235 en- 
trants was ample enough. 


That is what makes it so tough 


an event, for any one contender, fa- 
vored or not. The unknown players 
slip through to win ather freely, 
because it is mathematically neces- 
sary for one competitor to survive, 
no-matter what happens. 


Everybody naturally is primed for 


a favorite, and we rarely can get 
through eight matches—and it takes 
that many—without running into 
some hot ones. 


Following his recent announce- 


ment that present economic condi-

and its executive committee which 
met in Harrisburg this week to re- 
view reports ^ of the commission 
groups, The »commission was set 
up a year ago by Dr. Rule immedi- 
ately following Ms appointment as 
state superintendent. Some of the 
committees have held meetings 
each month during the past school 
year, and their aim is to present a 
'definite ten-year program of edu- 
cational procedure for Pennsylva- 
nia, something entirely new in the 
state's public education History. 


'Outstanding educators from every 
section of the state make up the 
commission study committees. Rep- 
resentatives of the State School Di- 
rectors* association, taxpayers' as- 
sociations and numerous other-civ- 
ic and business orccjiizatlons inter- 
ested hi education are included in 
the personnel. Dr. Rule has asked 
for committee recommendations as 
a basis for studying requirements 
for the 1933 educational legislative 
program.

Objectives Of Program 
-. 


The immediate objectives of the 


studies being conducted under the 
Ten-Year Program of Educational 
Development in Pennsylvania are: 


1. To reduce school costs'" so as 


to meet the current financial situa- 
tion adequately and constructively 
and at the same time to-preserve• 


the equity which the future citi- 
zens, of the commonwealth have in 
their present educational 
oppor- 


tunity. 


2. To discover and' develop lines 


of administration which will pre- 
serve these economies In school ad- 
ministration and' conserve the edu- 
cational equities vof oncoming gen- 
erations. 


Seek Economy BCessoRS 


The committee on school finance, 


headed by Dr. LeRoy A. King, of 
the School of Education, University 
of Pennsylvania, is the group to 
which Dr. Rule looks for assistance 
hi solving much of the problem of 
economy. Working in close har- 
mony with this group is the com- 
mission's 
committee on teacher 


preparation, of which Dr. Albert 
Lindsay Rowland, president of the 
State Teachers'college at Shippens- 
buig,' is chairman. Their recom- 
mendations for changes in the Ed- 
monds act and any other economy 
HXidbUre 
v,iii be Iroiitaateu into 


legislative bills by a committee on 
recodificatlon of school laws, of 
which Dr. Francis B. Haas, presi- 
dent of the State Teacriers* college 
at Bloomsburg, is chairman. 


Desirable Decentralization 


Another important 
commission 


group that has devoted much at- 
tention to what is expected to prove 
a major school economy and ef- 
ficiency measure is the committee 
on local unit of school administra- 
tion. Then- projected plan calls 
for the merging of present small, 
inefficient units into 'community 
districts, with these in turn form- 
ing -Targe administrative 
school 


units which might even overlap 
county lines, resulting in greater lo- 
cal responsibility and increased and 
much needed economies in admin- 
istration. Dr. Rule describes this 
as "a long step toward a desirable 
decentralization of the administra- 
tion of Pennsylvania public schools." 


Dr. J. H. Minnick, dean of the 


School of Education at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, is chairman 
of a committee on the guiding 
principles of education. Their re- 
sponsibility hi forming the ten-year 
program is to detennine educational 
valuse and needs and to establish 
definite objectives in public educa- 
tion. 


Closely related to this group is a 


committee on instructional program 
and 'procedure, headed by Dr. 
Ch,arles E. Dickey,'superintendent 


of Allegheny county schools. Their 
object is to put Into effect, In the 
form of a public school'program, the 
recoamiencMions of all 'other com- 
mittees. Their findings will mean 
much to the efficiency of school op- 
eration that will go hand In hand 
•with the projected economy pro- 
gram. 


In announcing his desire for Ed- 


monds act revisions Dr. Rule said 
they will be planned "to bring pub- 
lic school costs in line with re- 
duced costs of living, and to make 
mandatory provisions of the act 
more flexible."

IT IS fine that we are not all of the same mold. And though there is an 
* average style, or taste, about us all, yet there is sufficient variation to 
give us each the opportunity for developing an individualism and per­ 
sonality all our own. 
William Hazlitt said that he preferred to go around alone and to be 
alone a great deal of the time that he might arrange and think out his 
thoughts in his own way. He said he rarely ever wrote out his im­ 
pressions at the time—prefering to let them age within his mind and 
then give them out to the world later on. 
Sterne, on the other hand, wanted a companion along his journeys. 
“Let me,” said he, ‘have a companion on my way, were it but to remark 
how the shadows lengthen as the sun declines.” 
I enjoy a certain isolation wherein my secret thoughts may flower 
in their own soil, and yet I am happiest when I have a companion to 
share the wonders and beauties of the way. I am never more enthusiastic 
and happy than when I am able to lead my friends to some of my dis­ 
coveries! 
Not necessarily do I desire conversation or remark from my com­ 
panion by the way, but to know th at there is a community of happy con­ 
cord, and enlightened appreciation, an intelligent understanding—that is 
pure delight!

DIET'S ACTION 


All Parties Await Election 
October 15; Plan National 
Voting.

Vienna (AP)—A prophet found 
honor in his own country and po­ 
litical astonishment was so great 
that a cabinet toppled. 
T hat is one way of stating the 
afterm ath of the Austrian commu­ 
nity elections in which Adolf Hit­ 
ler’s native country suddenly dem­ 
onstrated a .lively interest In the 
national socialist workers' party of 
Germany, otherwise known as the 
"nazis.” 
A more concrete exposition is 
found in the fact that following the 
resignation of the cabinet of Chan­ 
cellor Karl Buresch, his successor, 
Dr. Englebert Dollfuss, had to be 
content with a coalition affair that 
commands a normal majority of 
only one. 
Await Autumn Session 
So all parties, and especially the 
Austrian Hitlerites, are quietly gird­ 
ing for further action October 15, 
when the autumn session of the diet 
Is to consider a constitutional pro­ 
vision that would call for national 
elections. 
The ironic part of the whole af­ 
fair is that this has come to pass 
in a nationalist, or lower house, in 
which

was not one 
nazi 
through whom that party’s argu­ 
ment for dissolution could be pre­ 
sented.
